Mr, A. W. .Baldwin died st BIB tome in 


the third ward at six o'clock this morn- 
ing, of a cancerous affection of the stom- 
ach. The deceased had been confined to 
his home since the flfth day of last De- 
cember. Hia death was therefore not 
wholly unexpected by those who were 
fully acquainted with his condition, bu' 
waa received with profound sorrow by tha 
people of this county, who_held him in 
the highest esteem.

He w:is born on tbe 3d of December, j 


1828, in Otselic, Chenango county, New

York, and was the only child of Lewis j 
Gassottand Nancy (Colt) Baldwin, and j 
was descended frum English ancestors 
wbo settled in New England before tho 
revolution, His grandfather, Levi Bald, 


win, 
participated in the etrnggle for in- 


dependence iu his native state, Vermont- 
Hie father was a very industrious and 
intelligent man, scrupulously honest and 
exact in all his dealings. This lino of 
the Baldwin family haa produced a num- 
ber of distinguished Baptist ministers 
and other professional men who are scat-, 
tered over tho eastern and middle states. 
Tho family is also noted for creat longev- 
ity, many of its members attaining to 
great age. T'boEev. Lovi Baldwin, un 
uncle of our subject, died a few years 
Binco in Pennsylvania, past the age of 
ninety years. Tho name of Baldwin 
ranks with the proudest in tho Green 
Mountain state. 


His mother was the daughter of Amos 


Colt, of New York, B relative of the man- 
ufacturer of the celebrate! Colt's revolv- 
ers. Hisjnaternal grandmother was a 
Webster, a branch of the family to
